1 . Most notably, Applicant argues that Balassanian does not disclose "a plurality of 
networks in a home bus system". The Examiner respectfully disagrees, since 
Balassanian clearly discloses a plurality of networks (i.e., WAN 160 and LAN 195; Fig. 
1b), as discussed the Office action of 8/9/07. 

Applicant appears to generally assert that Balassanian "is quite different from the 
present invention" (Remarks, 9) and does not teach Applicant's "routing techniques". 
However, Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b) because they 
amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without 
specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them 
from the references.
